BURNING 
QUESTION 


So who blew up Weibo’s van, 
anyhow? 

it’s still a mystery. And at the 
rate the tips are rolling in tight. . 
now — a steady zero per day — 
the mystery may never be solved. 

This puzzling whodunit began 
ona fine spring day in April, 
1999. Weibo Ludwig was walk- 
ing across the parking lot of the 
Comfort Inn in Edmonton's west 
end when his minivan suddenly 
exploded to bits. The blast sent 
flying debris into Ludwig’s face, 
cutting the eco-activist on the 
forehead. A wave of speculation 
ensued over who the criminal 
mastermind could be. Some 
experts wondered whether 
Ludwig planted the bomb him- 
self as a means of gaining public 
sympathy as he was facing 18 
criminal charges relating to oil 
patch vandalism at the time. 

Edmonton police began inves- 
tigating the blast immediately. 
Police spokesperson Wes 
Bellmore says in the days follow- 
ing the April 19 explosion, a cou- 
ple of tips came in but nothing 
panned out. And then the tips 
stopped. 

And they stayed stopped. To 
date there are no clues, no arrests, 
no motive, no suspects. 

The force never closes a case- 
file; Bellmore says even though 
the blast is no longer ander active 
investigation “the Weibo file” 
remains open. 

But unless a juicy lead falls into 
the hands of Edmonton’s crime- 
crunchers, Ludwig's disintegrat- 
ing van is destined to remain an 
unsolved mystery. 
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SAVE THE BUSH 
TEN YEARS. 

That’s how long one Parks 
Canada ecologist says Canadians 
have to save the northern Boreal for- 
est. Dr. David Henry says the win- 
dow of opportunity for forest protec- 
tion planning is quickly closing 
because industrial development 
schemes are marching north 
towards the unique ecosystem. 

“Things are changing quickly,” 
Henry says. “Development has 
already fragmented the southern 
half of the Boreal forest.” 

Henry says the forest, which 
stretches from the Atlantic coastline 
of Newfoundland to the mountain 
valleys of the Yukon, forms as much 
as 35 per cent of Canada’s natural 
landscape. But, he says, many 
Canadians think of the Boreal as 
“just the bush, a second class ecosys- 
tem.” 

Henry has studied this valuable 
Canadian landscape for over 30 
years. His most recent book Canada’s 
Boreal Forest describes the intricacies 
of the northern landscape. He'll be 

speaking in Edmonton this week as 
part of the Canadian Parks and 
Wilderness Society's Boreal Majesty 
campaign, which is designed to raise 
awareness about the environmental 
issues affecting the forest, such as 
logging and mining. 

Jill Sturdy, the community out- 
reach coordinator for CPAWS 
Edmonton, says many Albertans are 
unaware of the scale of industrial 
development and don’t understand 
the urgent need to balance out 
industrial development and forestry 
protection. 

“At the rate they're going theyre 
liquifying the forest,” Sturdy says. 
“Even in provincial parks there’s 
industrial development.” 

Sturdy says the society wants to 
get Albertans talking about the 
industrial threats facing the Boreal 
forest. Henry hopes people walk 
away from Saturday’s talks with a 
desire to get involved in the preser- 
vation fight. 

“Thope the talks increase people's 
enjoyment of the Boreal forest,” 
Henry says, “but I also hope people 
gain a sense of urgency about cli- 
mate change, the rate of forest alloca- 
tion to industry and the need to do 
proper protection planning.” 

e Boreal Majesty tour is in 
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Edmonton on Nov. 30 at the 
Provincial Museum of Alberta. The 
evening starts at 7 p.m., and tickets 
are $12 at the door.

FUND-AMENTALS OF ART 
“THEATRE COMPANIES ARE IM- 
portant and artists are not.” 

That's how Tim Brady, a 
Canadian composer, performer and 
arts administrator, describes the cur- 
rent structure of arts funding in this 
country. 

“It's adequate but not brilliant,” 
he says. “The current structure is 
giving economic and representation- 
al power to companies, not individ- 
ual artists.” 

Brady will be taking part ina 
panel discussion on arts funding 
during the When is Now arts confer- 
ence in Edmonton this week. The 
Canadian Conference of the Arts, a 
non-partisan advocacy group, is 
sponsoring the tour. 

Brady says the 50-year-old organi- 
zation has reached its artistic middle 
age and it needs to rethink how arts 
funding is presently organized. At 
the moment, Brady says, a larger 
percentage of profits go to theatre 
companies than to individual artists. 

“We're at the point where the 
infrastructure is there, but we need 
greater balance in the partnership 
between artists and companies,” 
Brady says. 

Brady plans to propose his own 
idea for restructuring arts funding. 
He says it’s time the conference 
founded an “academy of Canadian 
artists.” He says the academy, based 
on the Irish Academy of Artists or 
Aosdana, would be democratic in 
nature and would give some official 
recognition to the artist. He wants to 
see what people think of his idea. 

“T want them to tell me if I’m 
insane or not,” Brady says with a 
laugh. But he also wants his audi- 
ence to walk away believing art is 
important for Canadian society and 
that it just might be the missing ele- 
ment in their lives. 

“Twenty years ago in Toronto, I

was standing in line at a bank 
machine, and there were these two 
guys standing behind me, guys who 
had everything society could offer 
They were talking about what to do 
on the weekend.

HUG-A-THUG? 
IMAGINE A GROUP OF 15 CONV- 
icted murderers sitting down to talk 
with the families of murder victims. 
Now imagine that instead of shouts 
and angry threats, the meeting 
results in tears, remorse, and heart- 
felt hugs. 

Sound improbable? Well, it reaily 
happened at a meeting held three 
weeks ago in Edmonton. It’s just one 
example of how restorative justice is 
quietly taking root in Canada 

And nq, it’s not “just another hug- 
a-thug approach,” says Reverend 
Rod Carter. 

Carter, a former prison inmate 
who now heads up the Queen’s 
University restorative justice pro- 
gram, believes that restorative justice 
offers an alternative to costly court 
battles where “the victim and 
offender are incidental to the 
process.” 

He says there are some 300 
restorative justice initiatives taking 
place across Canada. These projects 
include sentencing circles, victim- 
offender mediation, and community 
conferencing for crimes ranging 
from schoolyard disputes to 
impaired driving. 

To be truly effective, Carter says, 
restorative justice must involve vol- 
untary participation and a commit- 
ment to honesty, respect and 
accountability from all parties. 

Although restorative justice takes 
many forms, most initiatives view 
crime as a disruption of community 
harmony and attempt to restore 
peace and emotional balance. 

The victims are often given the 
opportunity to discuss the crime’s 
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effect on their lives and relation- 
ships. Conversations with the 
offender can help them to make 
sense of the crime and move past it 

Sometimes, this involves forgive- 
ness, but Carter stresses that forgive- 
ness is not the stated goal of restora- 
tive justice, and that feelings of anger 
and revenge are normal 
“Forgiveness is tco sacred to be 
rushed,” he says. 

For offenders, restorative justice 
offers them a chance to be treated as 
complex human beings capable of 
admitting wrongdoing, making 
amends, and being accepted back 
into the community. As Carter puts 
it, “Which of us in this room would 
want to be judged by the worst thing 
they’ ve done in their life?” 

Staff at the Edmonton Institution 
for Women have begun these inte- 
grating restorative justice principles 
into their operations. 

Six staff members on the prison’s 
restorative justice committee orga- 
nized a seminar for inmates, staff, 
and community members last week 
to raise awareness of how restorative 


justice can work in an institutional 
context. 

Seminar participants also heard 
about the restorative justice unit at 
the Grande Cache Institution, where 
inmates who commit to principles 
such as accountability are kept sepa- 
rately from the general population 

Three inmates spoke highly of 
their experiences with it, saying that 
the unit's programs made it easier 
for them to reenter the community 
after serving out their sentences. 

One man serving time for murder 
said that the recent meeting with the 
victims’ families really opened his 
eyes to the full impact of his crime. 

“What can you say — you shat- 
tered their lives,” he said. “I didn’t 
understand the effect it had on peo- 
ple’s lives until I went to that meet- 
ing ... I felt like I was two inches 
tall.” 

In his closing remarks, Carter was 
careful to say that restorative justice 
is not a panacea, but at its best, it 
“offers a path away from vengeance 
and towards healing.”

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It’s the Real Thing 


Defacing the Himalayas for a Buck 


THE SUPREME COURT OF INDIA HAS 
charged the Coca-Cola Company 
and PepsiCo, Inc. with crimes 
against nature. The offense: Painting 
huge, garish advertisements on the 
base of the Himalayas in an ecologi- 
cally threatened region in violation 
of environmental and advertising 
laws. 

The advertisements were discov- 
ered along a 56 kilometer stretch of 
road in the Himalayan state of 
Himachal Pradesh, painted on mas- 
sive rock outcroppings to be visible 
to passing cars. It is against the law 
in India to advertise anywhere with- 
out a permit. The destruction caused 
grave concern among geologists and 
biologists who use the area to con- 
duct studies of the fragile ecology of 
the mountain range. And that’s on 
top of the offense to the good sensi- 
bilities of any sane person assaulted 
by commercial messages in and on 
the Himalayas! 

Remediation of the offending 
advertisements remains to be deter- 
mined; paint-thinners would create 
further pollution, but weather and 
erosion alone could take decades to 
eliminate the eyesores. 


lecturing on corporate responsibility 
and learning loads about biodiversi- 
ty and the struggle against multina- 
tional agribusiness. Still, it seems, we 
spend all of our time refuting the 
popular myth that corporate global- 
ization alleviates poverty by bring- 
ing Western “advancement,” “civi- 
lization” and “opportunity” to 
developing nations. One of the par- 
ticipants at Vandana’s conference 
pulled me aside to tell me about the 
Coca-Cola company’s criminal activ- 
ities in Kerala. 

Coca-Cola is anything but a savior 
to the indigenous people (Adivasis) 
and members of the oppressed 
castes (Dalits) around Kerala. To 
them, Coca-Cola Corp. is a thief 
operating with impunity,polluting 
their land, killing their crops, steal- 
ing their water and then selling it 
back to them as fizzy sugar drinks, 
and ironically, bottled water. 

Coca-Cola opened a bottling plant 
in Plachimada in 1998, in the center 
of agricultural land where a bounti- 
ful variety of crops have grown for 
centuries, providing work and suste- 
nance for the indigenous people. As 
soon as the first nail was hammered,

So far the court has asked both 
companies to pay a paltry $62,000 
each in penalties and restitution. The 
global politics of water, especially 
corporate-led privatization fueled by 
dire shortages in developing coun- 
tries, is at the heart of ac 
wrong with globalization. Children 
in developing countries now drink 
more soft drinks than they do fresh 
water, often because a can of Coke is 
cheaper or more readily available 
than a clean-running tap. And 
nowhere is that more evident than in 
Kerala, India. 

I spent a week in India with 
Vandana Shiva earlier this month, 
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the plant was in violation of India’s 
Land Utilization Act, which forbids 
agricultural land from being con- 
verted for non-agricultural use. 
Where thousands of locals once 
worked the land for a living, just 100 
local residents are employed at the 
plant, and another 150 as casual 
laborers who have no job security or 
appreciable benefits. 

The plant drilled more than 60 
deep wells on the land in two years, 
and extracts between 600,000 and 1.5 
million liters of water each day, at 
absolutely no cost to Coca-Cola. The 
aquifer is so overtapped, the water 
table has dropped below a measur- 





able level in many areas. The three 
agricultural reservoirs in the region 
have dried up completely. What 
remains of the groundwater is pol- 
luted by runoff and rampant dump- 
ing along the banks of canals on the 
plant property 

For every bottle of Coca-Cola pro- 
duced by the plant, three bottles of 
water are lost to the production 
process. Chemical processes for 
cleaning bottles and mixing ingtedi- 
ents leave tons of effluent that the 
plant allows to run back onto the 
ground. In the first year of the 
plant's operation, Coke actually told 
local farmers that the slurry was 
good fertilizer; those who used it 
said the smell was revolting, and the 
crops treated with the gunk with- 
ered. 

Water samples tested from the 
area’s aquifer show the water is 
extremely hard, and thick with 
excess salt, calcium and magnesium, 
indicating that the limestone that 
lines the aquifers is being degraded 
by over-use. 

The meager amounts of water that 
can still be extracted from the indige- 
nous peoples’ wells are unfit for irri- 
gating their fields, let alone for 
bathing or drinking. Those who 





drink it or bathe in it have reported 
stomach illnesses and skin rashes. 
Their crops no longer grow; they 
have to travel dozens of kilometers 
before dawn to outlying villages to 
gather as much clean water as they 
can haul back home, before leaving 
for work, some of them at the Coca- 
Cola plant that has caused the local 
disaster. And to add insult to injury, 
sometimes they are forced to buy 
bottled water from Coca-Cola. 

This is development? Where is 
Coca-Cola’s conscience in all this? 

When the local Adivasis, primari- 
ly from the Eravalar and Malasar 
tribes, pleaded with Coca-Cola, they 
were turned away and told that the 
corporation could mine water any- 
where and however it liked on its 
own land. 

When the villagers appealed to 
the government to propose some fair 
system of water conservation and 
distribution, they were met with 
deafening silence. That didn’t sur- 
prise them; Coca-Cola has shared its 
wealth handsomely with local and 
national political officials, and has 
been exempted from any number of 
laws and restrictions, including the 
long-standing protectionist rule that 
demands all transnational corporate 
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subsidiaries doing business in India 
be at least 60 percent owned by 
shareholders living in the country 

In April, more than 2,000 Adivasi 
picketed the plant, demanding its 
closure. At least 50 Adivasi and 
Dalits picket the plant peacefully 
every day ina symbol of the ongo- 
ing struggle. On June 9, 130 peaceful 
protestors, including 30 women and 
nine children, were arrested by 
police at the request of Coca-Cola. 

In response to the protests, Coca- 
Cola briefly delivered free bottled 
water to surrounding villages, an act 
that amounts to an admission of 
guilt. But still, the Indian govern- 
ment refuses to hold Coca-Cola 
accountable. 

But you can. How? Refuse to 
drink or buy Coca-Cola, and be sure 
to tell them why.

I'M NOT A VEGETARIAN. [ EAT FISH 
and if I have the choice to eat vege- 
tarian — I do. I don't like red meat 
and chicken is almost out the win- 
dow. But when I stand in line for my 
lunch at the cafeteria, | almost 
always grab the vegetarian box. And 
when | look around, it seems a lot of 
other people go for the vegetarian 
option as well.

Choke it down 


Longtime punks’ recipe for longevity

YOU MIGHT NOT CALL THEM VETER- 
ans just yet, but Choke certainly 
aren’t rookies in the Edmonton 
music scene either. 

Just back from another U.S. tour in 
support of their latest release, There’s 
a Story to this Moral, and about to cut 
the ribbon at the first live concert in 
the new New City Likwid Lounge, 
drummer Stefan Levasseur and gui- 
tarist/ vocalist Jack Jaggard are remi- 
niscing a little about what got them 
to this point. 

“Bight-and-a-half years,” sighs 
Jaggard, with a grin that says he’s 
ready for another eight. “The first 
couple years of Choke wasn’t exactly 
smooth sailing,” laughs Levasseur. 
“We had no idea what we were 
doing, but we just went out and did 
it.” 





Levasseur and Jaggard aren't just 
alluding to the blind enthusiasm of 
four young guys playing in a rock 
band, but also to how getting to this 
point came by way of a road less 
traveled. Early on Choke made the 
decision that touring would play an 
important part in the band’s future. 
“Playing locally is always the first 
step,” says Levasseur. “You get com- 
fortable playing shows in front of 
your friends or whatever, but even- 
tually you have to break out.” 
Jaggard couldn’t agree more, “You 
have to tour if you want to get some- 
where, and I’m not talking geo- 
graphically.

much as we love playing music, 
traveling, meeting people, and mak- 
ing friends all over the country has 
been pretty good too.” 

They might love getting the hell 
out of Dodge, but don’t think for a 
moment Jaggard and Levasseur take 
their home base for granted. “We've 
always considered relocating, but 
Edmonton is one of the cheapest 
cities to live in and it wouldn't make 
sense for us to move to a city where 
our rent would be more. We would 
have to work more and inevitably 
spend less time on music and tour- 
ing. Besides, compared to other cities 
in Canada that we've seen, there is 
more people here willing to accept 
music and willing to come out and 
see indie rock,” Jaggard says. 

So to what do the two attribute 
Choke’s longevity and healthy atti- 
tude? After all, this “business” is by 
no means always lucrative; the aver- 
age life span of an independent rock 
band is short to say the least, and 
egos can be fragile. Jaggard and 
Levasseur cite perseverance and 
strong dedication to making a band 
work. “You can’t get discouraged,” 
advises Jaggard. “You have four dif- 
ferent minds and four different per- 
sonalities crammed together in a 
small area for however long, and 
sometime it gets a little tense and 
crazy. But, over time you realize you 
can’t change ee and you don’t 
want to have to change people. 
Everybody has differences, you just 
have to look past them. If you're 
going to get anywhere, it’s not going 
to come from getting a new member

“RICKY MARTIN,” LAUGHS PERCUSS- 


ionist Mario Allende, “I’ve spent so 
much time lately slamming Ricky 
Martin in interviews. One day I’m 
gonna bump into him on the street 
and it’s gonna be like ‘Bam! Why'd 
you say that about me?” As band- 
leader (and one of two percussion- 
ists) driving the Latin/jazz sextet 
Bomba, the Chilean born Allende is 
fiercely dedicated to his music. For a 
man who's studied with the Cuban 
masters, the watered down pap that 
passes for Latin music in some quar- 
ters is just too easy a target. “I’ve 
grown up watching this music come 
into the spotlight. When the real 
thing comes along, it’s glaring how 
contrived the other stuff is.” 

It has to be stated here that 
Bomba are the real thing. Not for 
“authenticity” reasons, or the ease 
with which they mix their various 
cultural backgrounds, but because of 
the evident joy and musical empa- 
thy they transmit as they play. 
Sliding easily (but never facilely) 
between funk, salsa and just about 


everything in between, Bomba are 
an irresistible rhythmic force. 
They’ve shared the stage with the 
likes of Angelique Kidjo and Olu 
Dara, released an album (last year’s 
Lo Que Bomba Te Da), and toured 
folk and jazz festivals over the sum- 
mer. 

Now they’ ve finished a video for 
the song ;Quién Pasa La Vida?, shot 
by friends in Calgary, which the 
band will proudly unveil this Friday 
at the Sidetrack. “It wasn’t like we 
had a plan,” shrugs the percussion- 
ist. “We made this video, it’s looking 
pretty cool; what can we do with it?” 
While the video is being sent to 
Much More Music and Bravo, 
Allende acknowledges that commer- 
cial considerations are beside the 
point with a band like Bomba. 

“There's a point where you have 
to look around you and say ‘Who 
am I?’ and ‘Who is my piano play- 
er?’ and instead of saying ‘Let’s be a 
Latin band,’ just say ‘Let's be a 
band.’ Let's take what everybody 
has to offer and do something with 
it. Unfortunately, sometimes it 
doesn’t produce the most commer- 
cial music, or maybe fortunately, I 
don’t know.” 

He pauses thoughtfully. “It may 
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not make the music easy to sell or 
easy to label, but, at the very least, 
it’s an honest effort. We don’t mix 
jazz with Latin because we think it’s 
cool. It’s because, ‘Shit, the guy in 
my band is (noted jazz keyboardist) 
Chris Andrew,’ you know what | 
mean? And what's he gonna do 
best? It’s musical maturity; we've 
agreed to meet on these grounds. 
Yes, it’s kind of a Latin thing; there 
will be congas,” he intones in a 
deadpan voice. “But from there let's 
see what we can do.” 

And what they do takes them, 
thankfully, a long way from the 
Ricky Martins of the world. But 
they’re also a few steps from the 
Buena Vista musicians, who have 
dominated the public’s perception of 
Latin music for a few years now. 
Bomba may not have the exotic 
appeal of Cuban octogenarians 
(That's where the master plan all 
comes together: in about 50 years,” 
Allende cracks), but they’ve been 
busy forging their own sound, 
which respectfully nods at their 
musical roots while allowing for 
more contemporary sounds to filter 
into the mix. 

“L can’t say to you that we mix all 
these things together, because peo- 
ple have already tried to say, ‘Oh, it’s 
the latest thing!” We're mixing Latin 
with, oh, name it: Latin and jazz, 
Latin and funk, Latin and reggae. 
Sometimes I think everybody's 
exhausted the different ways to 
describe music; but I don’t think 
they’ve exhausted actually making 
the music.”

Anthems of a different kind 


SIXTY STORIES 
BE HONEST: HOW MANY POP RECORDS 
do you own whose grooves don’t get 
stuck in a rut about relationships, 
heartbreak, and the frustration of 
interacting with the opposite sex? For 
some inscrutable reason, poppy 
hooks and smooth harmonies tend to 
lend themselves far too well to boy- 
meets-girl-until-disaster-do-them- 
part lyrics, a tendency that the pop- 
punk genre has inherited to a fault. 

Winnipeg’s Sixty Stories, however, 
take you back, on their new album 
Anthem Red, to the days before you 
cared about much of anything 
beyond the schoolyard and your toy 
chest (when boys were gross and 
girls had cooties). Although full of 
sincere and quirky songs about 
struggles with innocence and alien- 
ation revolving around tales of 
babysitting and trips to the moon, 
Sixty Stories somehow manage to 
avoid silliness. 

“| don’t really like writing about 
romantic stuff,” explains singer / gui- 
tarist Jo Snyder. “T like writing about 
other types of relationships. I tried to 
write a bit of a story around this 
record — it’s a story about a girl’s 
loneliness, unhealthiness anal [her] 
struggle with beauty. I’m not sure it 
was ‘entirely successful, but it was 
really fun to work with.” 

Forming almost by chance and 
suddenly ending up on the roster of 
Smallman Records alongside acts 
like Choke and Moneen, Sixty Stories 
are adjusting to the pressures of 
extended touring and taking a more 
serious attitude toward their craft. 
“Last year we toured for three 
months and thought it was a lot,” 
says Synder. “It’s affected our 
dynamic in an interesting way. 
Everyone has to spend a lot of time 
together, so it’s important that every- 
one is getting along and putting the 
work in.” 

Two of the three members have 
also put their university educations 
on hold to live the rock & roll 
lifestyle (which they may or may not 
resume, depending on the band’s 
success). “My mom is really support- 
ive, but every time I talk to her, she 
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says ‘So, when are you going to fin- 
ish school?” laughs Snyder. “I’m 
like, ‘oh my God, mom, I've been to 
Europe twice this year already 
because of the band, why are you 
bothering me?”

JEFF HENDRICK 
THE PRAIRIES ARE KNOWN FOR A LOT 
of things — endless expanses of flax- 
en wheat, oil derricks and grain ele- 
vators jutting intermittently into the 
sky, cattle ranches manned by real, 
authentic cowboys, and music that 
never strays too far from our primary 
exports of country twang or hard-bit- 
ten rock. 

It's no wonder, then, that Jeff 
Hendrick has been provoking puz- 
zled looks wherever he goes. The 
Edmonton-born musician has grown 
up in a Motown microcosm, forgo- 
ing his spurs and electric guitars for a 
slick urban chic more in tune with a 
Hollywood club. 

Experience with local Latin funk 
outfit Maracujah!, high-profile 
billings at the Edmonton 
International Jazz Festival, and 
shows with Tommy Banks and the 
Philosopher Kings have catapulted 
the singer-songwriter-producer into 
successful stints in New York, Los 
Angeles, and Paris. So why does he 
keep coming back to Edmonton? 

“That's a good question,” laughs 
Hendrick. “I think Edmonton is a 
great place to grow and every time I 
come back I know | am coming back 
to really good friends. The musicians 
I know here are some of the best I 
know anywhere. I had a band put 
together i in L.A. and they definitely 
weren’t up to the level of what I have 
here.” 

You can hate the arctic winters, the 
mall of death or the dead downtown 
core, but you can’t deny that there’s 
an honesty about Edmonton’s scene 
that separates it from so many of the 
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big musical ponds out there. 

“Especially in LA, it’s all about 
handshaking,” agrees Hendrick. “A 
lot of really talented people are being 
passed over there, while some peo- 
ple land contracts because they have 
a cousin that works at the record 
company.”

IF YOU'RE A BIT OF AN OUTSIDER 
to classical music, sometimes it’s dif- 
ficult to figure out just what the con- 
ductor is doing up there. There's a lot 
of frenzied arm waving, and a magi- 
cal wand rises and falls to coax heav- 
enly sounds out of tuxedoed musi- 
cians. Fortunately, Dr. Duane Emch, 
director of this year’s production of 
The Messiah at Festival Place, set SEE 
straight on the importance of leading 
an orchestra properly — a task that’s 
especially crucial when dealing with 
Handel's timeless work. 

Handel knew what he was 
doing, he knew he wrote it ina way 
that required a transparency behind 
the orchestra,” says Emch. “Some 
orchestras these days perform 
Handel with French horns, clarinets 
and other things that Handel never 
planned for in the original score. We 
want to play [the Messiah] the way it 
was meant to be played. It’s impor- 
tant to make sure that the notes are 
played more staccato, giving ita 
more spaced texture and letting the 
chorus and soloists be heard behind 
the orchestra.” 

Interpretation means a lot when 
performing a 260 year-old score, and 
if anyone is qualified for the job, it’s 
Dr. Emch. A retired conductor and 
music teacher at every level from 
grade school to university, Emch has 
held countless music director posi- 
tions in his almost 50-year career, 
most recently joining the board of 
directors of Pro Coro Canada in 
Edmonton. 

Emch uses his teaching experience 
to nurture the talents of the orchestra 
members who mostly rehearse and 
perform for the event on a volunteer 
basis. “I just love to conduct,” he 
says. “I see the people that come 
back every year getting better at it, 
loving it more and more.”

NATHAN WILEY’S FROM PEI, BUT HE 
has nothing to do with the Maritime 
Celtic storm. He at once sounds like a 
lot of people without mimicking any 
of them, though many who should 
know better have already catego- 
rized what he does into a number of 
limited genres and neat little music 
boxes. Intriguingly, he almost fell 
backwards into the public’s con- 
sciousness after recording the album 
Bottom Dollar. 

“You know when I recorded the 
CD, I didn’t really think anything 
would happen. I just kind of wanted 
to have one that I could pass out to 
people,” he recalls, 

Luckily, the CD got into the hands 
of the right people, such as Sonic 
Records owner Louis Thomas, who 
gave Wiley room to do whatever he 
pleased. That freedom resulted in 
music that manages to defy a solid 
description, but fits into a universe 
populated with the work of such 
individualists as Kelly Joe Phelps, 
Murray McLauchlan, Mark 
Knopfler, Colin Linden and Bob 
Dylan. 

“T listen to just about everything. 
There's no particular style really go 
to. It’s just kind of everything. It just 
happens. It’s like a complete 1 mystery 


to me.” 

His influences would seems to be 
all over the place, but for the most 
part it’s been family that’s helped 
channel his creativity. His parents 
and siblings are all avid players, 
which provided him with a platform 
to develop on. 

“Everybody in my family played 
one instrument or another. So it was 
more of a matter of what instrument 
will he play? You know, everybody 
would get to that age and just kind of 
go with drums, bass, or guitar. Mine 
just happened to be guitar.” 

And he says that those he grew up 
with had as much to do with devel- 
oping his style as anything else. Sure 
he dug through his parent's record 
collection, but the spark was lit when 
he went outside and discovered 
what others were getting into. 

“{ think it was a group of us that 
all decided to play at one time and 
we wanted to be in a band, so we just 
kind of played off of each other.” 

Home is also an important part of 
what he is. After touring the country 
and dealing with the pains of life on 
the road, he admits to wanting noth- 
ing more than to return to his other 
life as a graphic designer. 

“Tt’s nice to come home and work 
and be normal. I couldn't live on the 
road all of the time; it’s too abnor- 
mal. It’s nice to get home and get 
regular for a couple days.”

Records here in Canada through 
Poker Flat in Germany. More Playful 
than Poker Flat’s usual roster mem- 
bers, they create their songs and 
tracks from minimal house and ‘80s 
electro sounds and create something 
completely unique. 

One label, two different sounds: 
those wishing that Aphex Twin and 
Autechre would get back to being 
funky and odd instead of just the lat- 
ter should really check out 
Goudron’s Horses and Chariots EP on 
Detroit's Ersatz Audio label. As 
Goudron, Ron Zakrin has his self- 
made machines conjure up some of 
the oddest sequences you're likely to 
ever hear while keeping the rhythms 
popped, locked and body-rocked. 

Also new from Ersatz —DMX 
Krew’s Touch Me! EP. Having 
released his insane electro-pop on 
Aphex’s Rephlex label and his own 
Breakin’ imprint for years, fans will 
know exactly what they’re getting. 
The A-side combines more of his 
trademark DJ Assault-meets-Alan 
Vega-style (check out “The White 
Hotel” for simultaneous funkiness 
and creepiness). 

On the B-side are two “lost” 
synth-pop tracks: “Soul Miner” _ 
sounds like a lost take from Depeche 
Mode’s Black Celebration while“4-5- 
6” evokes memories of vintage New 
Order.

IN THE SPIRIT OF HOLIDAY COUNTER- 
programming, we have Igby Goes 
Down, an anti-family movie. Take 
warning: hearts will not be warmed, 
sins will not be forgiven, and people 
will be jerks right to the end. 

It's a little hard to figure out how to 
recommend Igby Goes Down. When 
you describe it —a black ensemble 
comedy about an almost impossibly 
cynical and sarcastic family spraying 
contempt at each other like an all-day 
contempt car wash — it sounds like a 
movie you wouldn't want to see. Who 
wants to hang out with a bunch of rich, 
arrogant, East Coast snobs for two 
hours? 

And yet, they’re so good at being 
snobs. In the opening scene, mother 
Mimi (Susan Sarandon) slowly gasps 
to death on her bed as her two sons, 
Igby (Keiran Culkin) and Ollie (Ryan 
Philippe) impatiently wait for her to 
die, fret about how the drugs won't 
even touch her system because she’s 
such a freak of a pill-popper anyway, 
and eventually resort to wrapping her 
head in a plastic bag. 

With that first scene, the movie 
gives itself license for all the bad 
behavior to follow, of which there is 
plenty. It’s hard to make unlikable 
characters interesting, but Igby some- 
how has just the right tone of sly 
humor, just the right hint of cartoonish 
sincerity. The dialogue is sharp — 
sharp like smart and sharp like cutting, 
There's a snarky, 






(Phillippe) is a super-pompous snot 
attending Columbia. As if that wasn’t 
bad enough, Jeff Goldblum is in there 
too as D.H., Igby’s rich godfather and 
sleazy, psuedo-head of the house. 
Tired of the casual hypocrisy of his 
family, Igby splits and crashes at one 
of D.H.’s lofts in New York, currently 
occupied by Amanda Peet as the artist- 
cum-heroin-addict D.H. has been 
banging on the side. While hanging 
out and avoiding his mother, Igby gets

involved with Claire Danes as Sookie, 
a semi-snarky catering assistant. What 
follows isn’t a plot so much as an suc- 
cession of collisions between various 


assholes and assholettes, with some 
qualified romance thrown in for good 
measure. 

Igby Goes Down is a character show, 
with a bunch of great actors all groov- 
ing on the same cynical witty tone and 
the thrill of cutting loose. Culkin 
grounds the movie in Igby, a lippy 
punk with a mean streak who you 
can’t help but like because, well, he 
tells it like it is. Susan Sarandon’s Mimi 


is a strung-out freak who's also a scary, 


steely, know-it-all authority, always 
ready with wit and energy to rain dis- 
approval on her son. Ryan Phillippe, 
meanwhile, is rapidly cementing his 
career as being the only guy to go to 
when you need a character to be 
absolutely contemptible. He’s a 
machine, the kind of towering asshole 
who's never gonna get his comeup- 
pance. And then there's Goldblum 
who.gobbles up, like a roast chicken, 
the role of D.H. as an unctuous, faux- 
friendly chuckling bastard. 

No, these aren’t nice people. But 
watching them crash into each other 
with all their sarcastic, cynical armor, 
and seeing them take damage even as 
their sarcasm and cynicism never 
wavers, makes for a pretty satisfying 
anti-Christmas tonic. Ho ho ho!

Maybe 
what I had a problem with was the 
signposts that he used to indicate the 
abject badness of this character 
(Sedgewick Bell, played by Emile 
Hirsch, the star of 1998's Gargantua) 
The director and writer seemed to 
want to imply that the problem was a 
combination of personality, sexuality 
and youth. 

Now, I'mas terrified of personality, 
sexuality and youth as the next guy, 
but I don’t make movies that say that 
those traits are evil. 

Anyhow, The Emperor’s Club is well 
acted, solidly directed and pho- 
tographed, and the story does a fairly 
good job of avoiding clichés, If that 
sounds like the kind of movie you 
want to blow $12 and two hours on, go 
ahead and see it. It’s not going to kill 
me.

RAY BRADBURY, ISAAC ASIMOV AND 
Arthur C. Clark — they all come fo 
mind when the subject is science fic- 
tion. But not Stanislav Lem. 

Although some of the most thought- 
ful, complex science fiction ever writ- 
ten has come from Lem’s pen, his 
work has been overlooked by North 
American readers and Hollywood 
alike — until now. 

Solaris is an alien encounter of a dif 
ferent kind, a contrast with the Star 
Trek green-painted ladies and midget- 
men we imagine when talking about 
extra-terrestrials. 


And, surprisingly, director Steven 
Soderbergh stays true to many of the 
complexities of Lem’s original style, 
almost completely resisting that old 
Hollywood urge to simplify. 

Almost. 

Lem’s particular vision of the future 
is articulated in the film’s nuances 
rather than in explicit exposition. 
Soderbergh paints a picture of an 
unknown period in Earth’s future in 
which silent, blurred human figures 
push past each other through the 
crowded streets of an unknown city in 
perpetual rain. The world is painted in 
muted grays that exaggerate the 
anomie and depression of one Chris 
Calvin. Noone but he seems tangible. 

As Calvin, George Clooney man- 
ages to quiet his trademark charm, 
accentuating his character's dismal 


view of the world with a subtle ten- 
sion. Instead of the smooth character 
we expect from Clooney, we get an 
aging man who is losing his will to 
fight against the cruelty and complexi- 
ty of an oppressively impersonal 
world. 

The feeling of isolation extends to 
the space station that rotates endlessly 
around Solaris, but the station is nearly 
empty, a husk populated only by 
ghosts and dreams of people from the 
past. 

None of the technology on the out- 
post seems terribly far from our pre- 
sent capabilities. Instead the film incor- 
porates our own technologies and the 
rules of the universe as we currently 
know them with Lem‘s uncompromis- 
ing scientific accuracy. 

Unfortunately, it’s also on the sta- 
tion there that the most frustrating, 
simplifications occur. The intelligence 
on Solaris is unlike anything we have 
encountered and thankfully, 
Soderbergh resists the urge to invoke 
human motives. As Calvin comes to 
understand the truth about his wife 
Reyah (Natasha McElhone), he deals 
with the complex nature of memory, 
rather than unpeeling the reasons 
behind the alien entity's actions, as 
would be the case with most science 
fiction. There is simply no answer to 
what's happening; it just is. 

But all the tantalising loose ends are 
brought together in the most frustrat- 
ing Hollywood let-down since 
Cameron Crowe's mutilation of 
Alejandro Amenabar’s Open Your Eyes. 
What was an incredibly complex, 
beautiful, thoughtful film about 
human contact with an entirely alien 
life comes unglued until the last ten 
minutes. 5 

I wish I could add another star: I 
want to tell you that it’s a science fic- 
tion classic that was potentially of the 
calibre of Stanley Kubrik’s 2001: A 
Space Odyssey. 

But no. 

Stanislav would be rolling in his 
grave — if he were dead.

As a protagonist — the center of a 
movie — Bond is pretty problematic, 
since the essence of James Bond is 
that he can’t grow or develop. Beat 
him up, torture him, lock him ina 
North Korean prison, all you can do 
is damage his body. You can’t make 
him doubt himself, or change his 


so many times we can see Bond dri- 
ving something (surfboard, car, skis) 
while being pursued by four or five 
guys driving the same something. 
Here it’s hovercraft, and in true 
Bond style they explode and flip 
through the air and zoom over cliffs. 
The action is fast and zippy and 


propulsive and totally forgettable 
once it’s over. 

Chicks: Well, Halle Berry is the 
new Bond girl, a flirty NSA agent 
named Jinx. She’s certainly hot 
enough, jouncing bikini-clad out of 
the water ina totally non-ironic 
aping of exactly the same image 
from Dr. No, Austin Powers and 
Charlie’s Angels. She’s sassy and 
sexy and often leather-clad, and she 
gets to dump some pretty cold bul- 
lets into some losers. We can see 
Berry’s trying, rattling around in the 
little cage the formula has set up for 
her, but you can only do so much. 
It's a bit weird to see Bond seduce 
her, with not so much a conversation 
as a mechanical 90-second exchange 
of double entendres before cut to 
shagging. 

Gadgets: Bond barely has any- 
thing cool this around around, an 
invisible car and a ring that breaks 
glass. The bad guys have a space 
laser (sort of), which is a more fanci- 
ful touch than usual, since we 
haven’t seen a space laser in a Bond 
movie since... well, Goldeneye, I 
guess, though that wasn’t really a 
laser. Gadgets... eh. 

Villains: North Koreans this time, 
a timely touch that was almost cer- 
tainly accidental. No-name actors 
play the two big bad guys. There’s 
Zhou, a bald Korean soldier with 
diamonds embedded in his face who 
gets maybe a seven on the coolness 
index. And then there’s Graves, a 
snotty English poser type who 
(SPOILER WARNING) is actually 
the North Korean colonel Bond

fights in the first ten minutes (he has 
some “work” done on his face) 
Neither of these guys really light up 
the house as far as personality goes, 
but they’re okay. There is one other 
hench-guy of note, Mr. Kil, who's 
played by Lawrence Makoare, 
whom film fans may remember as 
Lurtz, the Orc that Aragorn beheads 
at the end of Fellowship of the Ring.

HISTORICAL FICTION IS A CON- 
stant tug-of-war between presenting 
the facts and telling a story. So, when 
making a film about the holocaust, 
where do you draw the line between 
historical accuracy and the con- 
structed reality of the movies? What 
is the best way to keep the mistakes 
of the past alive as a warning to 
future generations? Do you focus 
primarily on truthful representation 
for emotional impact, or should you 
leave that for the documentary mak- 
ers, and instead try harder to draw 
the viewer into the overall subject 
matter with engrossing characters in 
a gripping story? 

Director Tim Blake Nelson takes 
the former approach in the Grey 
Zone, asking what the value of 
human life is under the extreme and 
ultimately hopeless circumstances of 
a WWII death camp. 

The film is adapted from Nelson’s 
play, which is based on a chapter of 
the book Auschwitz: A Doctor's 
Eyewitness Account, by Miklos 
Nyiszli. Nyiszli was a Jewish doctor 
who avoided the death camps by 
aiding the notorious Nazi Joseph 
Mengle with medical experiments.

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Nyiszli, portrayed by Allan 
Corduner, is one of several Jews tor- 
mented by the circumstances of 
privilege. Not only do his skills 
allow him to live in luxury com- 
pared to other prisoners, he’s super- 
vised by a German officer (Harvey 
Keitel) with the power to transfer ‘his 
wife and daughter to a safer camp. 

The lion’s share of these types of 
scenes concern the other men in the 
film caught in a moral gray zone. 
They’re a group called the 
Sonderkommandos — Jews who 
usher other Jews into the gas cham- 
bers in exchange for clean ‘ivitig 
quarters, food, wine, cigarettes, and 
a longer lifespan. 

Each of the men have a different 
opinion of how their own lives mea- 
sure up against those of their fellow 
prisoners, but realizing the Nazis are 
planning on “liquidating” them 
shortly, they work together to plan 
an uprising. Historically, it was the 
only one to ever occur at the death 
camps. 

Among the men torn between 
self-preservation and the monstrosi- 
ty of the actions are Hoffman (David 
Arquette), Schlermer (Daniel 
Benzali), Rosenthal (David 
Chandler), and Abramowics (Steve 
Buscemi). Unfortunately, the casting 
is painfully uneven. While Corduner 
is excellent, the Hollywood name 
actors are out of place. Arquette in 
particular can’t transcend his (B- 
movie schlep) image and delivers 
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his dialogue like a character from the 
‘90s, not the ‘40s, And for some rea- 
son Keitel is the only one who 
speaks in an accent — and a terribly 
over-the-top one at that. 

The choppy casting takes away 
from the impact of the struggle, 
which intensifies when the 
Sonderkommandos’ discover a girl 
alive amongst the gas chamber 
corpses. She becomes the true test of 
their ethics. Do they save her and 
risk themselves, or do they kill her as 
not to jeopardize the uprising? 

Meanwhile, at the women’s camp, 
several workers smuggle gunpow- 
der out of the munitions factory they 
work at during the day. They hide it 
for the men to find amongst the 
corpses that are transported to the 
crematorium. Natasha Lyonne and 
Mira Sorvino play smugglers who 
are caught and tortured, and must 
decide how much they value their 
own doomed lives when the Nazis 
kill off their campmates in an effort 
to get them to talk. 

All the choices in the movie are 
bleak, and Nelson is careful to 
impress upon the viewer an unre- 
lenting, utterly hopeless reality full 
of gratuitous suffering and horror. 
He also distances the viewers from 
the characters, choosing to focus on 
the collective struggle rather than 
the more personal ones. 

The evil that the camp represents 
is embodied in the graphic, often 
random violence, but sometimes 
more so in the images of barbed 
wire, vicious dogs, efficient ovens, 
and bloodied shower rooms. The 
overall effect is more powerful than 
the melodramatic stylization of

Schindler's List and in that way 
more honest. 

In his attempt to craft the story of 
Oscar Schindler, Spielberg commit- 
ted some gross distortions of history, 
such as suppressing Schindler's neg- 
ative traits, depicting a group of pris- 
oners going to the showers without 
being gassed, and forcing a pseudo- 
happy ending. 

Nelson’s vision is more appropri- 
ately bleak, though less consistent 
than Spielberg’s. If one of Nelsoh's 
goals is to ask tough questions about 
the value of human life, it’s strange 
that he shies away from Nyiszli’s 
medical experiments, or minimizes 
the plight of the female prisoners, 
particularly in light of the other 
atrocities brought to the forefront. 

The Grey Zone is an ambitious 
project telling a story that needs to 
be told, but there are simply too 
many inconsistencies and uneven 
elements to give it the portrayal it 
deserves

WHEN YOU THINK OF OLDER FILMS, 
you tend to think of a gentler, more 
naive time in cinema, with clear-cut 
moral distinctions and with heroes and 
villains who keep to their respective 
shades of white and black. Good, of 
course, must routinely triumph, and if 
a cad is in need of redemption, then 
the love of a good woman or the bitter 
harvest of the evil he’s sown will set 
him aright, 

Sweet Smell of Success (1957) throws 
acid in the face of that notion with one 
of the most cynical views of power, 
celebrity and American values ever 
committed to black and white film, its 
off-hand misogyny overshadowed 
only by its towering misanthropy. 

It has a great soundtrack too. 

Star Burt Lancaster served as execu- 
tive producer and co-star Tony Curtis 


used his production company to bring 
to life the conscience-free exploits of 
Sidney Falco (Curtis), a two-faced 
slickster trying to make his way in the 
Big Apple as a publicist for various 
entertainers. Problem is, he’s been shut 
out by J.J. Hunsecker (Lancaster), a 
powerful, megalomaniacal newspa- 
per-columnist whose words make and 
break careers on a daily basis. 

To get into Hunsecker’s good 
graces, he agrees to break up the 
romance between Hunsecker’s emo- 
tionally frail sister (Susan Harrison) 
and a talented young jazz guitarist 
(Martin Milner). Reluctant but well- 
versed in dirty tricks, Falco engineers 
an escalating string of smears, betray- 
als, extortions and frame-ups, using 
anyone at hand to carry out 
Hunsecker’s malicious designs. 

Director Alexander Mackendrick 
creates the perfect milieu for his cast of 
scoundrels, a seedy, garish Broadway 
enveloped in inky night, inhabited by 
crooked cops, hapless wouldabeens, 
predatory hack journalists and 





ingenues of questionable virtue. The 
bristling script by Clifford Odets and 
Ernest Lehman makes virtually every- 
one out as a wise-cracking shark, even 
the losers who know they’re about to 
get the shitty end of the stick 

The performances are a highpoint in 
the careers of Curtis and Lancaster 
who effortlessly channel the unending 
vicious patter of the sc ript. Lancaster 
in particular, fills the screen with 
overblown ego and self righteousness, 
exploding in frightening wrath when it 
appears his emotional stranglehold on 
his sister is starting to slip. Farther 
down the billing, Barbara Nichols 
ditzy cigarette girl trying to c ling to her 
last scraps of self-respect is a shrewd 





mix of comedy and pathos 

The problem with all these com 
pellingly grotesque characters is that 
they tend to outshine the few figures 
that retain their integrity and decency. 
The romance between Harrison and 
Milner isn’t accorded much screen 
time, but even then, you can hardly 
wait to get back to the treachery and 
deviousness of the principles. 

Elmer Bernstein’s memorable score 
underpins all of the action with 
whomping cosmopolitan jazz that vies 
with melancholy cello and bassoon 
lines. There are also some neato tunes 
from the Chico Hamilton Quintet, pio- 
neers of the use of cello and flute in 
jazz, who play themselves in the film. 

Suffice it to say, Sweet Smell of 
Success stands up well after nearly half 
a century. In fact, its dark vision of the 
American dream as moral hypocrisy 
translates so well into contemporary 
terms that the recent stage production, 
starting John Lithgow as Hunsecker, 
has become a huge Broadway hit.

The Uncanny brings together a mix of con- 
temporary art and historical artifacts such as

ever dreamt up from the onset of the 
talkies and stored on one hard-drive.

Well, if you 
count Sogo Ishii’s 1989 film Tetsuo:

Mostly delicious 


Only slightly flaky, this coming of age twice 
over charms with its fundamental honesty 


reunion, the play witnesses Marie's 
return, her acceptance of the invita- 
tion to catch up on their days of girl- 
hood and share some good-ol’ fash- 
ion kitchen chat. As the women 
break bread and reminisce, flash- 
backs are interwoven — episodic 
glimpses of the two as girls (played 
by Vanessa Holmes and Shannon 
Larson). Though together on stage, 
the young and middle-aged pairs 
take turns rounding out the two 
characters, sharing no scene until 
brought forward and back in time to 
the play’s climax — the moment of 
crisis that had caused Marie to flee 
Marmora in such a hurry some 
twenty-five years earlier. 

Used respectfully, an extremely 
powerful spice can have profound 
effect on a pie. Too much, however, 
can easily overwhelm an otherwise 
delicious dessert. While I'm not 
against the intentions that include 
scenes of rape, suicide, or epilepsy 
— especially with news this week of 
a fifteen-year-old girl murdered pre- 
cisely in Marmora — Patsy's grand 
mal seizure does not sneak up on the 
audience like a stalker, as she sug- 
gestively describes, but as an inex- 
plot bat to the head. This may be 

ow the onset of a seizure some- 
times feels, but it doesn’t translate 
sensibly to the stage. Nor are any of 
these things simply ‘spicy’. Lacking 


clarity in those beats that properly 
foreshadow, the play’s dumsy han- 
dling of such grave elements leave 
them feeling manipulative and 
blindsiding, casting viewers out of 
the play like a derailment. 

Thompson's cage rattling leaves 
one preferring that she stick with her 
otherwise old-school recipe of trusty 
rural drama, Despite cliché Canuck 
references to hockey and the Arctic, 
as well as occasional adding of a * 
pinch too much sugar (like with the 
repeated line “You are carved in the 
palm of my hand”), this is Perfect 
Pie's warm-from-the-oven affection 
— surprising not with its heavy- 
handedness, but by delicate revela- 
tion of character.

All of the actors turn in lovely per- 
formances: MacInnis as the rock- 
solid and seemingly conservative 
homemaker, unpretentious with her 
rural Ontario tongue; Holmes as the 
younger farm girl, especially power- 
ful (and well-dressed) as a teenager; 
Derkach as the cosmopolitan.and 
desperately free Francesca; Larson as 
the lice-ridden and vilified Marie, 
effortless in her depiction of pre- 
pubescence. 

The play succeeds through their 
explorations of identity — shifty in 
evocative transfer from Marie to 
Patsy of an almost mystified suscep- 
tibility to seizures, or in Marie’s con- 
fessions about her abandonment of 
Marmora and her former self. It is 
the insights into their choices that 
distinguish these women, and expo- 
sure of who they are behind conven- 
tional appearances that distinguishes 
the play. 

Like pastry, this is subtle business. 
And it’s all a matter of taste.

TREVOR SCHMIDT IS GOING PLACES. 
On the afternoon of our phone con- 
versation, the new Artistic Director 
of Northern Light Theatre was on a 
rehearsal break and lunching at the 
Charles Smart Donair on Whyte. 

“They're two blocks away from 
La Cite Francophone and the best in 
town. They’re so good I made our 
stage manager promise that we 
couldn’t go more often than every 
second day.” 

Would you trust your child with 
this man? That was precisely the 
question Schmidt posed to One 
Yellow Rabbit's esteemed performer 
and playwright Denise Clarke, hop- 
ing to direct a production of her play 
Breeder. Clarke's succinct response: 
“absolutely.” 

Schmidt first saw a production of 
Breeder “eight years ago in Calgary 
when One Yellow Rabbit had just 
moved into Uptown. It was Denise’s 
first play and has always been really 
interesting to me. I feel we're taking 
a harder look at the original produc- 
tion and I think that people will be 
interested for a number of reasons: 
it’s new, I'm new, it’s girls in lingerie 
but with a political edge to it.” 

Breeder takes place in an Orwellian 
future where babies are the only 
commodities left to be bought and 
sold, leaving the services of breeding 
women highly sought after. 


Subletting the supply of lofty 
wombs toa select few who com- 
mand the demand for sophisticated 
breeding puts a whole new spin 6n 
Century 21. Mom lords become 
slum lords dancing in the slippery 
laps of luxury. One woman, weary 
of gestational profit and “birthing 
products” under governmental con- 
trol decides to take ownership of her 
pregnancy. Although Breeder’s time 
line is purposely undetermined, 
Schmidt explained that “there’s 
always something ironic about

Thematically, Denise Clarke's 
script is familiar territory for 
Schmidt. Breeder explores the 
degrees of institutional jurisdiction 
over individual emotional and phys- 
ical space, addressing “women’s 
rights over their bodies, reproduc- 
tion and the whole thing of privati- 
zation.” As the playwright and 
director of The Unconscious 
Collective productions of Tales Front 
the Hospital and Watermelon Girls, 
Schmidt explored similarly intense 
personal terrain. “It sounds heavy, 
but I don’t do anything without 
humour. I see Tales From the Hospital 
and Watermelon Girls as more serious 


weighty issues sensitively but with a 
certain degree of high camp. With an 
attention to detail and fondness for 
things a bit brash yet with strong 
lyrical undercurrents, Schmidt char- 
acteristically produces work that is 
simultaneously raw, delicate and 
distinctive. “T really like what's 
going on around the city this season 
but it’s as if I missed the memo! 
What we're doing is not at all like 
that. Our season is different. This is a 
flash show with big impact. I’m 
excited, but also a bit nervous. 
Breeder is big, loud, in your face. 
Some stuff, literally, in your face! 
Definitely mature content. Cabaret 
has nothing on us! I’m hoping that 
we'll attract an audience that wants 
a fresh look.” 

Without missing a beat, Schmidt 
breaks away from his cell long 
enough to belt out his order: “A 
cheese donair and coke, please!”

What makes the piece sing as 
clearly in 2002 as it did in the 1870s is 
the universal veracity of Nora’s tale. 
Ibsen is totally honest in his chroni- 
cling of her deep betrayal and aban- 
donment. You can’t help but feel 
Nora’‘s anguish as she realizes that 
she’s never really lived her life and 
has been nothing more than a doll- 
wife nattering away in a well-deco- 
rated playpen (reflected perfectly in 
the flatness of the Walterdale's car- 
toon-like set).

PEGGY BAKER TAKES TO THE STAGE 
solo in Paul Andre Fortier’s Loin, 
Trés Loin (Far, Very Far) — but she’s 
not dancing alone. 

Describing herself as a “vessel of 
ill my teachers”, Baker takes with 
her a whole world of contemporary 
dance. She carries in her dancing all 
the fellow creators and collabora- 
tions of a career spanning the past 
three decades. 

Since her initial training at the 
University of Alberta, to the studios 
of Toronto Dance Theatre and the 
Martha Graham School in New 
York, the Edmonton-born dance 
artist's expansive career has taken 
her far, very far to be sure 

First taking off in Toronto as a 
founding member of Dancemakers, 
she went on to New York where she 
soared to new heights as one of the 
most outstanding dancers of her 
ration, touring internationally in 
the early 1980s d ancing with the Lar 
Lubitvitch Dance Company and 
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later working alongside Mark 
Morris and Mikhail Baryshnikov for 
their White Oak Dance Project in 
1990. 

Working as a solo dance artist for 
the last decade, Loin, Tres Loin is the 
first evening long solo performance 
of Baker's Beitladt career. For Baker, 
dancing a solo of such length and 
magnitude is the difference between 
“taking a trip that will last a year, 
versus a weekend getaway i 

The piece is also the first full 
length solo choreographer Paul 
Andre Fortier has put together for 
someone other than himself. It’s like 
nothing either artist has done before. 

Take the highly theatrical contem- 
porary work of Quebec Dance Guru 
Paul Andre Fortier and cross it with 
the rigorous modern dance of Peggy 
Baker, and what you get is “two 
extremely different backgrounds = 
a collision of history of sorts.” 

Loin, Trés Loin points toward the 
powerful relationship between 
dancer and choreographer. 
Together; dancer Baker and choreog- 
rapher Fortier bring each other to 
new destinations. 

Unlike Fortier’s typically male 
solos celebrating the dancer as a 
mature man, Baker says Loin, Tres 
Loin exudes female sensuality in the 
movement vocabulary. “I brought 
that quality to this dance — the 


woman's body and experience to the 
story.” 

Fortier’s work demands of Baker 
huge commitment and authenticity, 
she says she must approach each 
movement like “it could have been 
the only one I had to make myself 
heard and known.” 

The intense creative process chal- 
lenged Baker to work in new ways. 
Fortier choreographed in silence 
while Baker was typically accus- 
tomed to learning movement with 
music. Baker admits when the last 
few rehearsals were videotaped she 
was doubtful about the piece, think- 
ing “there’s no way this can ever go 
on stage.” 

Musician Gaetan Lebeouf then 
put music to her dance, composing 
very specifically to what he saw on 

tape. It was a pleasurable surprise 
once Baker saw her dance footage 
against the musical score, “it was as 
though Id been moving to and hear- 
ing the music all along and I 
thought, ‘My God, this is beautiful.” 

The piece begins in a joyful, liber- 
ated state and progresses with 
tremendous extremes in tempo and 
surprises with sudden shifts in light 
and sound. For Baker, the many 
changes and phases in the dance are 
like traveling on an epic journey. 
“It’s very eventful — like the story of 
an odyssey. A real rocky road,” she 
says, “with a broad arc we recognize 
as a life arc.” 

Dressed in a translucent white 
pleated dress with a leather corset- 
like belt, Baker treks Loin, Trés Loin , 
“like Diana, the warrior goddess of 
the hunt.” As she moves through the 
map Fortier set out for her, “wading

through episodes in thick fog and 
interludes of intense light so bright 
it’s distorting” the distance of the 
journey adds up. “The audience and 
performer carry the lived history 
together.” 

“The solo distills the essence of 
modern dance, when the choreogra- 
pher is no longer concerned with all 
the compositional possibilities of 
dancers on stage, there are certain 
elements most vividly expressed 
through one and developed through 
the individual.

the chance to empathize as an indi- 
vidual. That’s good and very real, 
like meeting a person.” 

It’s almost as though the person 
audiences meet in Loin, Trés Loin is 
Peggy Baker herself. “It feels like it 
could very well be a biography of 
me,” she says, “I don’t dance this 
solo as a way of presenting myself as 
some sort of ideal, but to strip away 
and reveal myself simply as a person 
who has given herself to dance.”

Since 9-11, these terms are the tip 
of every tongue in a very nervous 
North America. 

Yet this universal sense of unease 
wasn’t born like Athena leaping 
from the brow of Zeus that fateful 
morning the jets and towers came 
tumbling down. 

How quickly we forget the linger- 
ing concerns about security and pri- 
vacy that pervaded the ’90s, the 
decade that gave us the sublime con- 
spiracy-based “X-Files” 

The ‘90s also gave us Morris 
Panych’s The Ends of the Earth, an 
equally sublime theatrical explo- 
ration of surveillance and paranoia 
currently gracing the stage of the 
Timms Centre in a guise of a Studio 


Theatre production under the direc- 
tion of Beau Coleman. The play 
chronicles the comic unraveling (and 
international flight) of Frank (Carson 
Nattrass) and Walker (Martin 
Happer): a nervous duo each con- 
vinced the other is stalking him - 
and obviously under the employ of 
some larger-than-large mysterious 
employer. 3 

The Ends of the Earth — the brain- 
child of the oft-produced 
Vancouver-based playwright, 
author of The Cost of Living, Vigil, 
Earshot and (by “coincide nce”) 
episodes of Chris Carter's investiga- 
tion-oriented drama — makes an easy 
transition from one regime of para- : 
noia and suspicion to the other, say 
Shera-Lea Saunders and Amber 
McGrath, two of the play’s five stars. 
Heck, the play might be even ‘more 
appropriate in 2002 than in 1994 
when it premiered. 

“The effects of 9-11 are still very

These are tidy, stylized ruins echo 
ing in its after-the-fall always 
already fragility the necessary frag- 
mentation of the play’s characters. 

“The play’s two main characters 
might be caught up in their para- 
noia, but all the surrounding charac- 
ters are quite insane, cartoonish as 
they are scary. This is very mucha 
comedy with a dark undertone,’ 
says McGrath, whose axe-cleaver- 
knife-wielding Alice is made up to 
resemble that other great insane 
hotelier: the mom in “Psycho” 

“The characters bounce around 


Fever. 

However, director Janice Flower 
explains that this is part of what 
makes the production so much fun. 
“The girls are having a lot of fun 
with the hair, especially,” jokes 
Flower. “We've been saying that the 
higher the hair, the higher to God.” 

“It’s funny because I was a young 
adult in the mid-’80s,” she laughs. 
“A lot of the performers werent 
even born when the movie came out 
in 84.” The cast of 35 is made up of 
Kids between 10 and 18 who were 
chosen from the 80 to 100 kids that 
auditioned. “A lot of girls in the 13- 
15-year-old age bracket auditioned 
so it was particularly tough for 
them.” 

Casting for this production, how- 
ever, was a little unusual because of 
the many dance numbers. “It attract- 
ed a lot of kids who were more tra- 
ditionally involved in dance,” she 
points out. “So many of them are 
getting to lear a lot about a different 
kind of theatre.” 

Taking on Kevin Bacon’s breakout 
role as Ren MacCormack will be 
Oliver Bailey, an Arden Theatre reg- 
ular in his first lead role. His leading 
lady, Ariel, originally played by 
“Fame” TV series regular Lori 
Singer, will be played by Hayley 
Toane who appeared in last year’s 
production of Cinderella. 

Flower points out that this pro- 
duction will not be like renting the 
video. “All the old songs are there 
like ‘Almost Paradise,’ ‘Let’s Here it 
for the boy’ and ‘Footloose,”” she 
explains. “But there are a lot more 
songs in this version. “Let's just hope 
the kids will be able to keep straight 
faces under all that giant hair.

La Pizza needs some fine-tuning

TARGETING YOUR PREFERRED CLIENT- 
ele is a tricky thing for a restaura- 
teur. It’s a complex formula having 
to do with location, hours of opera- 
tion, bill of fare, ambience and decor, 
style of service and price range — 
you could probably do a Master's 
thesis on it. But somehow, if you can 
juggle those factors in the appropri- 
ate proportions and back it all with 
reliable quality, you can hopefully 
find an appreciativ e and loyal audi- 
ence for your services. After my 
recent lunch there, I’m not sure La 
Piazza has struck upon their win- 
ning combination. 

The eatery definitely has its 
advantages — it’s a nice, sunny 
place to sit, read the paper, sip a cof- 
fee (try their Americano!), have a 
nosh, watch the world go by. Our 
server was certainly nice, if under- 
experienced, and the marginal 
Italian veneer of the place — ama- 
teur frescoes, framed rustic prints, 
the odd faux-column — was unob- 
trusive, certainly less obtrusive than 
the ‘80s hit parade that was piped at 
us. Genesis, Glass Tiger and the 
theme from Ghostbusters did little to 
enhance the Mediterranean mood. 

The prices were more than my 


friend and I would generally spend 
on an average lunch. For instance, 
the one-size-only soup of the day, at 
$4.25, didn’t really encourage me to 
sample it, since I was expecting to 
pay $7 -$11 for my main course and 
hoped to have coffee and a bit of 
something sweet to finish. Consider 
tax and tip and you've spent most of 
a $20 bill, which, for some people, is 
an extravagant lunch. Of course, if 
you get your money’s worth, there's 
nothing to complain about. 

We decided to share the bruschet- 
ta ($3.99) for an appetizer, which, by 
the way, is pronounced bruSKETta. 
(Whoever it was that told you that it 
was brewshetta was wrong!). The 
bruSKETta was capably handled — 
meaty, soft cubes of tomato deeply 
imbued with garlic, dotted with 
fresh basil, pepper and parmesan, 
moistened with a little olive oil and 
heaped on a nice crusty slice of toast- 
ed pagnotta. The serving wasn’t 
overly generous, but reasonable for 
an appetizer. 

For entrees we ordered the chick- 
en pesto grilled sandwich ($8.95) 
with Caesar salad (+ $1) and the 
meat and cheese calzone with house 
salad ($6.99), one of the cheaper 
items on the menu. 

A calzone, for those who've never 
had one, is a baked turnover that can 
be filled various ways. La Piazza 


offers spinach and ricotta as their 
meat-and-cheese alternative. This 
one had spent a little too long in the 
oven because I was having a hard 
time cutting it with the knife they'd 
given me. Equipped with a new, 
more powerful knife, I dug in, dip- 

ing the meat and cheese-stuffed 
hunks of crust into a side of tomato- 
basil sauce. The filling of diced 
sausage and ham bound with toma- 
to sauce and a cheese blend tasted 
fine, but the shell had been baked 
hard and somewhat dry, especially 
at the edges. 

The house salad I liked quite a lot 
— just a simple mix of fresh greens 
with pepper and onion strips, but 
well dressed with a very light 
herbed vinaigrette. 

My friend liked his sandwich, 
which featured chunks of chicken 
breast, pesto, a few mushrooms, 
peppers and onions, Gloria spread 
and cheese on toasted, but still soft, 
focaccia. The Caesar salad that cov- 
ered the other half of the platter was 
tossed with real bacon and was also 
to my friend’s liking. Was it worth 
$10? There are certainly places you 
could get a similar meal for less 
money. 

As a finale, my friend ordered a 
cappuccino ($2.49), while I settled on 
an Americano ($1.40) — have I men- 
tioned how good the Americano 
was? The chocolate-almond biscotti 
($1.17) was average, but that 
Americano — man! 

In the sum up, we spent $27.81 on 
lunch, plus a $4 tip — is that 
enough? I'm really not sure any-

more, I’m not sure either, if [had $15 
lunch-money burning a hole in my 
pocket, that I'd run straight to La 
Piazza to spend it. With a little fine- 
tuning, however, La Piazza may yet 
find the formula that works for 
them.

| WANTED TO RESPOND TO THE ADVICE 
you gave to Tried Not To Fall, the clos- 
eted gay guy who was in love with his 
straight roommate. You advised TNTF 
to tell his straight roommate how he 
felt. 

1am in the straight roommate's 
shoes, Dan. | believe my roommate is 
gay and, judging by the many 
hints/jokes that slip from his mouth, he 
has some “special” feelings for me. | 
am not a homophobe in the violent 
sense; | do, however, feel very uncom- 
fortable being hit on by other guys. As 
long as my roommate’s attempts to 
bed me remain in the realm of jokes, 
then we can both pretend he’s not gay 
and | can deal. If he makes the foolish 
mistake of coming on to me, however, 
it will definitely ruin our relationship. 

If INTF’s roommate is straight, then 
TNTF should respect his roommate's 
professed sexual identity and refrain 
from making unwelcome, disrespectful 
passes. Isn't respecting other people’s 
sexual identities what gay people are 
always telling straight people to do? 





















Not Open To Gay Advance as of Yet 


As a general rule, NOTGAY, | agree 
that gay men shouldn't make passes at 
straight guys... buuuuuuut... not all gay 
guys are out, NOTGAY, and that compli- 
cates matters. It may sound good in 
theory to say that gay men should 
respect the professed sexual identities 
of straight guys and refrain from mak- 
ing passes, but in practice exceptions 
have to be made. 

It’s like this, NOTGAY: Most young 
gay men are closeted and most don't 
come out until after they start messing 
around with guys. So sometimes young 
gay guys (who may still be closeted and 
“straight-identified” themselves) have to 
act on a hunch and make passes at

But often a hunch 
proves correct and an “unwelcome, dis- 
respectful” pass results in a “straight” 
friend dropping his pants, coming out 
the closet, and becoming a boyfriend.

EVERY YEAR ABOUT THIS TIME, NEWSPA- 
pers publish consumer reports on the 
safety of toys the kids will be whining 
about wanting for Christmas — 
wouldn't want little Johnny to get poi- 
soned or choke on whatever he finds 
under the tree. Unfortunately, the same 
thing doesn’t exist for adult toys. 

So how are you supposed to know if 
that jelly dong you're hoping will bring 
your sweetie so much yuletide joy might 
instead make her throw up? 

Yes, it’s true. Jelly toys contain 
Phthalate (remember the hullabaloo a 
couple years back about this stuff in 
rubber kids’ toys?) and other toxins that 
can be absorbed through the mucous 
membranes of the body, like those 
found in vaginas, mouths and bums. 

“These chemicals provoke eye, respi- 
ratory, skin, and mucous membrane 
irritation,” says Janna L. Sylvest, presi- 
dent of Womyns' Ware Inc, a female- 
friendly and sex-positive adult products 
store in Vancouver (www.womyn- 
sware.com). “Headaches, cramps, and 
nausea are some of the other side 
effects that result from exposure [to 
Phthalates].” 

Outraged by deceptive advertising 
practices and shoddy merchandise on 
offer from the sex industry, Sylvest and 
company have created a Buyer Be- 
Womyns’ Ware Guide. 

Armed with research from a network 
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of experts — including staff, significant 
others, friends and acquaintances who 
work and study in the legal profession, 
chemistry, sexual health education, and 
Industrial design — Womyns’ Ware has 
done a tremendous job of documenting 
some of the things consumers should 
know when it comes to buying sex toys. 

Beyond safety, their guidelines for 
product endorsement also consider 
design, quality, labour practices of the 
manufacturer, customer satisfaction, 
and, well, plain old sex appeal. Like the 
aforementioned jelly sex toys, for exam- 
ple. Get the sense they're not fans? 

“Even if you don't give a crap about 
the health consequences, the jelly’s just 
plain gross,” says Sylvest. “Even if you 
sheath the thing in condoms every time 
you take it out of its box, it’s still going 
to degrade and fragment. It absorbs 
everything it comes into contact with 
and is impossible to clean. 

Jelly is also in a constant state of ‘off- 
gassing’ so it leaves behind oily stains, 
fuses to its packaging and starts to stink 
like an old car tire. ls any part of that 
sexy?” 


Another red flag when shopping for 
Sex toys, says Sylvest, is any product 
with a “Novelty Purposes Only” warning 
on the package. Basically, she says, this 
iS a catch-all excuse commonly used by 
the sex toy industry to protect them- 
selves. “Consumers should equate that 
label with either horrific substandard 
quality and/or unsafe materials,” she 
warns. 

According to Sylvest, the sex toy 
industry is rife with what she likes to 
call “Fucksters” (“like hucksters with an 
‘F”) and rip-offs. Price gouging is ram- 
pant. In most cases, the packaging is 
worth more than the toy, complains 
Sylvest. “We could include a new gim- 
mick-a-day warning on our site,” she 
adds. “Maybe we will.” 

So what should you buy? First of all, 
Sylvest encourages consumers to ask 
themselves what they're hoping to gain 
from a sex toy before they venture out 
to look for one. 

“AS our retail manager so succinctly 
puts it, ‘Which buttons do you want to 
push and how hard?" explains Sylvest. 
“The more a person knows about what 
they want the product to do, the less 
they'll be led astray by ‘staff favourites’ 
and other popularity contest methods of 
Selling sex toys.” 

For example, she says, when it 
comes to vibrators, ask yourself 
whether your want clitoral or penetrative 
stimulation (or both) before you decide 
you must have the Mini Pearl or the oft- 
lauded Hitachi Magic Wand. 

In terms of materials, well, you 
already know what Sylvest thinks of 


jelly. As for other choices, plastic toys 
are good because they're cheap, says 
Sylvest. On the down side, she adds, 
“Plastic becomes brittle over time and 
can never be cleaned sufficiently 
between uses or to allow sharing. And 
it’s rigid, making it not so comfy for 
penetrative use.” 

Silicone, on the other hand, is “one 
big pro.” 

“It's the longest lasting, the easiest to 
clean,” explains Sylvest. “It's hypoaller- 
genic, warms to the touch, and is ster- 
ile, odour free, and resilient. Several 
manufacturers offer lifetime replace- 
ment warranties against defaults in con- 
struction or materials.” 

And while the higher price for silicone 
may seem like a con (silicone toys retail 
from $40-$100), you get what you pay 
for. : 

Other materials, like some acrylics 
(including Lucite) and stainless steel, 
also offer the hypoallergenic benefits of 
silicone. But, says Sylvest, “unles 
you're a big fan of unforgiving rigidity, 
these materials lack the flexibility neces- 
sary for comfortable penetrative use.” 

Other products on Sylvest’s “what to 
avoid” list? 

Stay clear of lubes containing 
Nonoxyl-9. She says, “Nonoxynol-9 is a 
harsh detergent. You wouldn’t use 
Borax for lube so don’t use a lube with 
N-9 either.” And don’t bother with what 
she calls “lotions and potions.” If the 
pitch for a lotion or potion sounds like a 
hoax, it probably is, she warns. “We 
haven't yet investigated an anal-desensi- 
tizing cream, orgasm lotion, or stay- 


hard potion that hasn't turned out to be 
a bogus joke in the same vein as those 

hair-grow tonics and breast-grow mira- 
Cle pills.” 

And while Sylvest is suspicious of 
“staff favourites," there are a few toys 
she does happily recommend. Topping 
her list: the Clit Lane dual silicone vibra- 
tor, $129.85; the Mini Pearl vibrating 
bullet, $24.85; the Butt Really... silicone 
anal vibrator, $64.85, the Eroscillator, a 
unique “vibrator” that oscillates from 
side to side, $199.85; and glycerine-free 
Hathor lube (look Ma, no yeast infec- 
tions!), $14.85 for 2 oz. 

There you go. If sex toys are on your 

Christmas wish list and throw- 
ing up isn't, you've been warned. 

As Sylvest puts it, “Being pro-stimu- 
lation of the genitals shouldn't turn you 
into a gullible fool.”
